ORGANIZATION OF THE HOUSE,

The House will organize by tbe choice of Jobn
Olark, of ¥uiladelplia, as Speaker, and General
James L. Seliridee, of Easton, for Chlef Clerk.
John Bmull, of Danphin, remu'ns as Resideat
Clerk, aud one additional as¢lstunt will be
chesen, probably Mr. Lee, of Frankford,
Bpeaker Clark represents the Holmesburg dis-
triot, has muadea large fortune by contracts in
legitimate business, and, #trange as it may
appear, Is the most modest and reticing man in
the Legizslature. He has kept almost entirely
ont of the cancus, aud has wmever personally
asked any one for u vote. It he lacks the
knock down-bluutness of Speaker Davie, of last
yewr, he will perbaps more than atoue for it by
sn easy but firm style of governing the House.
General Sclfridge is a soldier, who had no oppo-
gition in his renomiuation. He isa fatherly
looking, quiet gentleman, with & pleusant emile
for Lis friends. Me., Smull 13 a part of the
Capitol stracture, and bas been on duty since he
wans three feet in helzht, He is conceded to be
best able Lo attend to the “'gencral atility” de-

MEN AND MEASURES AT WASHINGTON.

From Our Own Oorrespondent,
Wasamxoron, Jan. 8, 1880,
The Work Before Congress.

It is expected that when Congress meets on
Tuesdey next, it will avdress ftselt ‘o ths work
before It in good earnest. Only Afty-one work-
ing days remain of the session, that is, including
Baturdays, but should the eustomary adjourn-
ments from Feidoay to Monday prevail, thers will
be only forty-two worklog daye. This is, after
wll, a thort period of time wherein to perfect
what may be termed the neceseary legisiation
of the sesnion, First of all, there are ten appro-
priation bills which must be consldersd and

passed, sbould  everstilng  else be  ne-
plected. Otnerwise Uranvs sadministration
will lack an important if not an essen-

tial element of success doring the frst
year of its existence, to wit: the “'sinaws of
war.,” Luckily for the Presulent eloct, lis best
friend, E. B Washbarpe, is at the head of the
Commitree on Appropriations, and it may rea-
sopably be expected thut he will push the basi-
ness forward with all posmble speed, Exverl
cuee, however, showsghat the commit.ee, at
best, cin only make haste slowly. They inve
been constautly in session through the whole
recese, and yet they bave succeeded in complet-
fng but oue Lill—the Biplomatic and Consular—
£0 as to have it ready to report to the House
The Pension appropeiation bill was reported
just before the recess, and will be the “specia
order” immediately after the reassembiing, This
leaves eight of Lthe appropriation bills sull 1o be
contidered by the comwittee, The largast and
most important of these—the Fxecutive, Legis-
lutive, and Judicial bill—is well unlder way,
having occupled (he attestion of the
commitice at three or four of its sittings. Even
alter they ure reported, these bills will ueces-
sarlly consume o large portion of the time of
the House, as well as of the Senate; for no
appropriation bill was ever known to 2o through
either house withyut considerable debate. Tuoe
House Committee, with the economical Wash-
burne at its head, has undertuken to redace
nearly all the estimates this yeor, much below
the partinl cutting down of lust year, and this ot
itaelf will prove a fraitful source of disagree-
ment and digcassion.
General Legisiation,

The shortuess of the session, and the back-
warduces of the essentinl business, will haye a
tendency to eet aside what is termeld genern)
legislation. Under this head will come the pro-
posed bill to amend the Nataralization laws ol
the Upited States, the joint resolution submit-
ting to the State Legilatures the suffrage
amendment to the Constitotion, the finaugces.
and other subjects of minor importance. Each
one of these will give rige to extended debate,
and voneof them can bope to be passed without
arousing oppo-ition, which always canses delay,
Bome of these questions—such as the fnances—
can no more be neglected than the appropria-
tiou bille, that is, with safely to the interests of
the country and the reputation of the dominant
party. There is a very stiong feeling in favor
of paseing the suffruge amendment belore
the expiration of the aession, and,
if possible, at an early day, €0 Aas
to give some of the Siatle Legislatures an op-
portunity to puss upou it this winter. 'This 15
the intention of such men as Kelley in the
House and Sumner and Wilson in the Banate
But it is bardly po:sivle, for wo guestion that
¢an come before Cougress will give rise toa
more protracled debate, The matter mizht b®
cutshort in the House if there was some man
{here who understgod the use of the “previons
questiow” ag well as the lamented Toaddeus
Steyens, In the Benate, however, there is no
“previous question,” and no iimit whutever to
debate. We may therefore expect elght and
tep-hour speeches from the garralous Seaat r
from Kentucky, Mr. Davis, and any wumber o!
smal'er inflictions from Hendricks and Bucks-
lew, nelther of whom expect to have an oppor
tunity oon again after the 4th of March. This
will, of ceurse, seriously jeopardize the chances
of the measure, at least at this session,

The Finauces -Senntor Morton,

Upon vo subject 1s there greater diversity ol
opinion, even among Republicaas, than the
finances, especially resumption of specie pay-
mente. Itis generally conceded that we ought
to resume, but there 15 4 remarkable lack of
nnanimity as to the time and mode. Baua-
tor Moriow's speech, over which so much fuss
lins been made, has by no means made the fm-
pression here, among Senators and members,
that it seems to have made elsewhere, His
plan is not adopted by any considerable num-
ber of wen who assume lo understand the sub-
ject, Senator Shermian, who is at the head of
Figunce Commitiee, regarda it as exceedingly
crvde, if not unpraciical; while Schenck, who
leads the Woys and Means Committee of the
House, thiuks betier plans have bean proposed
aud as able epecches delivered In sapport ol
yhem, The truth is, Morton overcstimales
himselt, and the atiention behas received from
Greeley, together with  the encomiums
und  partisl flattery of  Dhis  personal
friends, have led him to suppose lhu:
he is the ablest political economist and the bes
financler in America, if not in the world, The
story circulated about his epecch on resumption
having plodl‘t‘.ed a marvellous effect upon our
bouds in Burope was mude up here, I may say,
“‘out of the whole cloth.” It occurred in this
way:—A certaiu sycop hantic admirer of the
Henator approuched bim and congratulated him
upon lisepeech, This was the next day after
ite dellvery, **Mr. Senstor," sald the sycophant,
“1 have just received a despalch, throogh the
cable, from Europe, staling that your spesch
has bud & great and o favorable effect upon our
bonds there,” Senator Morton eutertalued a

bigh opision of his own effort, but he
hardly expected that whatever eflect it
might produce upon Eurepe wounld be

reported 1 this country at so early a day,
RBenators, however, are very much like olher
people, sud are ever ready to lend & ready ear
10 the slightest whisperings of personal praise,
He was not slow to circulate the good news
among his fellow-Senators, aud fioslly it reached
the columns of one of “my lwo newspapers
both dally.” Morton Is not the ouly candidate
for distinction upon the subject of finance,

Geveral Butler bas employed his lelsure
bhours  during the recess In  wrnitlng
a epeech, which he  proposes  de-

livering in the House upon the Arst oppor-

tonity. Senator Bamuer has al:o prepared o
speech, satd to be the result of great research.
From him we shall no doubt learn u«ll about
hew the Romans und the Greeks resumed specio
payments alter a protracted suspension. The
floanoiul troubles aud triumphs of France aud
Engiand will be set forth, and possibly an oroate
blographical sketoh given of nome of the great
political economists who have figared in the
histories of these counirles. Nobody, however,
expects mich enlightenment upon o practical 4
question from an Tmpraciical man like Senator
Sumuer.
Sipocinl Legisintion,

The immenss smonut of time consumead by
the impenchment trial Iast session necosearily
postponed a lirge nuarber of blils which may
properly be claesided under the above head,
Some of them sre upon the Speaker’s table and
some on the table of tae Presldent of the
Senate. A vigorous effort will be made to gab
some of these througph the present session:
The most imporiant is the bill granting a
subtidy to the Pacific Railroad, Eastera
Diviglon. This will be opposed by a face
tion In the House, Iis friends. howeyer,
ure very nomerous, and include some of the
most able and persistent men in the House, As
it hag already passed the Semate, it stauds a
good chanee of getting thiough the House; for
beivg already upou the Speaker's table, It wili
veenpy very lttle time.  Besides this, there are
any number of oillr of &4 more private aud less
important pature, Toese, however, do not
enlist any varled folerests, and will have to
wait their torn,

Nr. J. K. Moorhead may be a man of exeels
lent jntentions, bat he blonderad w0 frightfolly
in hie attempt to manage the small Tarlf bl
just before the recess, that he came near killiug
it. He had far vetter have leit it in the haads
of General Schenck, the Cagirman of the Come-
mittce of Wuys und Mreans, who not only pos-
tesces the tact but the teuncity to put a bill
throuogh the House, It is averrel that Mr.
Moorhead had anotherobjectin view besides the
pussage of the bl when he took it out of the
bunds ol General Schenek, 1t is well known
that he i2 u candidate for United States Senator

for the Stite o! Pepnsylvania, He had
an ides that the pnrssage (mainly turongh
bis ellorts) of the Tarifl bill

would give bim great prestige with the Legisia-
ture of that Brate. And so he thonght he gould
gecure whaiever credit there miznt be in such a
manwawre. Of course, the bill stirred up oppo-
sition, and when the storm wus at its heizht
Moorhend discovered that he bad undertaken
to commnnd & ship when he was really lgnorant
of the first privciples of navigatioa. It 18 said
that he appealed to General Schenck to help
him out of the difficulty, but the *‘lender of the
house™ would do uo such thing, especinlly when
Moorhead had maunifested so great an anxisty
at the outzet to sttend to the matter himself,
At the earnest solicilation of the friends of the
turif  from all  eections, the bl will
probably be recommitted to the Committee
of Ways and Means, Thereit will be so amended
as 1o lvclude a larger number of interests in its
provieions; for in its present shape it takes in
very little besoud two or three special intereats
peculiar to Pittsbure and vicinity, When it is
ppain reported to the Iouse, it may, with
mavagement, get through, but hardly in time

peasant songs, Butof lateorganized gangs have
begun to show a bold front on toe high road
bertween Pestl® and Szegedin, 4 town of sixty
thousaud inbubilants ou the southeast
of the capital, sod the scnding of money has
actually been rendered impossible between the
latter town and Vanurhcl{‘; a plsce of 40,000
inhabltente, A similar swate of things, though
not =0 ageravated, prevails o the neighborhood
of Grun, midway betw? Pesth wnd Vieunn,
aod on the borders of Trapsylvania, All the
districts named are inhabited principaliv, aond
in the worst parts exclosively. by a Magyar
populution, For the honor ot Hongury it is of
preseing importance that this state of things
shionld cease. The Pesth Government has, how-
ever, to contend with a dlpgular gentimentul
oppotition, nol only on the part of the peasantry
but alko from the country gentry, who rezur.i
the “poor 1nd" (szeyrny égeny) as the natural
enemy ol the civeed swindiers sud usurers of
the grent towns—a atute of teeling which recalls
at ouce the tone of Booteh society as we find it
portrayed in the Waverley novels, The Ministry
nove faken an extraordinary crelit of 60,000
florins for the suppression of brigandage.,

THE INDIAN WAR.

———— - ———
The Reeent Batitle of the Washita—-A
Horrible Seene of Mutilntion,

The New York Herald has correspondenca
froma the hesdwaters of the Missouri (in Lhe
camp on the Washitalriver), which give the de-
tatls of the recent t=rrivle conflict with the
envapges gt that place. It saye:—

Entering the space ocoupied by the Todian
lodges: on ull sides lay the rains of the villuge
of Bluck Kettle's bpand, The conflagration
started by the troops was s0 eompleie that
scarcely anything of & pombosuible charaier
escuped, and to-day the debris of the wvillage
cousisted in broken und burued lodze poles,
smwall preces of uotanved and tavned hides,
From the ymmediatesite of the village the party
rode (o the top ol ahill, about & handred yards
distant, trom which peiut General Caster
repented to Genersl Bneridan the details of
the battle aud the positions taken by the
dilerent columng., The former site ot
the lodges could be distinclly seeu by the piog
rauging in a circle aod the tiréplace in tue
centre, On the right ot the village, at the dise
tauce of 160 yards, lay the carcnsses of the
ponies of the Cueyernes, These covered aboat
iour acres, and nambered not less than 700,
After the battle was perfec'ly understood aud
the ground well surveyed, Geonerals sher.dan
und Custer, accompanied by Lieateanat [Tale,
jour corrcgpondent, and a small detnohment of
troops, moved down the south bank of the
Wishila, over the roate taken by Major Eiliott
und the missing mew, in hopes ot recoyenng the
boales. The remainigmp! Lhe party speat s me
time jongern the villnge snd moved dowyn the
bed ot the vulley ol the river.

Toe Geuneral’s party, moving down tbe sou'h
bauk, ascended a hgn divide, from which an
extensive view could be bud of the surrounding
country, Descending on the other slje the
party bad proceeded bot s huadred yurds when
the body of & white wan was tound perfocfly
naked ond covered with arrow aud ballet holes,
The bead presented the alppeam-.cu of haviog
beeu besten with a war ¢lab. The top of the
skull was broken loto & number of pieces suad
the brain was Ising pardy in the skall and
partly on the ground. At dret it was sapposed
toat the body was tbat of Eliiott, bat upoa
minote examiuttion this was toand pot Lo be
the cure,

Marking the <pot where this body was found,
the party coninued movig down  sUlie um.
Crossing with some difficul.y a small ravine,
nhout the centie of an expansive swell, at a
distance of two hundrel yards fartper up,
objects were sven lying ln the srass aond sap-
posed to be bodies, Tuoeir sttealion attricted
1o this direction, the party moved off for the
epot at & gallop, A few minutes afler a sceoe
wus witnessed satficient to ¢yl forth the rebake
of every benevelent nud enlightend mind wruinst
Lthe gdarkened intellects of the so called phitan-
thropiste, Within anares of uot more than df esn
yurds lay eixteen buman bodies, all thay
remaived of Eiliott and s parly. The
winter alr swept across the plain, and
with 2 cold Dblasts had asddel to the
ghastliness of death the wdditloal
spectacle of sixteen uaked corpses frozen as
solldly ae stone. The parly here dismoanted,
and sn examinaton of the bolies #43 made,
There was not asivele one that did not exhibit
evidences of fearfal mutlation, The bodies were
afl lylvg with thelr fuces down, nod in close
proximity to each other. DBallet and arrow
wounds covercd the buacks of eacn, the throsts
of & number were cat, and several were be.
beaded, Toe bedy of oue of the borses which
the men had ridden out wie seen lying at &
distance ol fifty yands from thie pile of bodiss,
Owing to the mutilation ol the bodies, and no
one present having been sofliciently acquainted
with Mujor Elllowt while living, his body wes
not at the time recognized, Juadgiog from the
position of the bodies and the nature
of the ground surroundiogz 1t is probable
that Major Eiliolt (by seme It 15 thoudut
his hor:e ron away with him) set ont in the
direction of n party of fugitive lodians, Sowe
of the men eeeing the Major start tollowed au i
joined him, It is very probable the party puar-
sued severaj miles wheu thoy struck the Arana.
hoes coming uwp to the support of the Chey-
enues, The pariy being vigorously pressed
commenced retiving, and desceuding the second
divide onthe return Jound themselves cat off
by a party of warriors who had moved up nnder
cover of the timber ou the banks of the
Wiashita, and took position in the ravine, which
cat them off en'irely from the rest of the com-
mand, Not being missed fn the command until
too Jate, this little band was compelled to detend
itsell nzainst  the whole force of the
Arrupaboe and doubtless & nowmber of the
Kiowsa wnarrriors, The party abandoned
their  horses  mond  probably attempted
to force their way down to the river and
tuke protection behind the trees where they
could Gght to greater advantsge. It is licely
when ul! hope of rescue and escape was given
up they determined to saerifice their lives as
dearly as possible, The grass where they lay
was trodden down, and a number of cartridee
shells testify to the valor of thelr defonse, until
some friendly, fatal bullet guve them the ouly
alternative of esgape from the terpible torture
to which they wounld unguestionably have been
subjected if tuken alive, It 18 not likely that
the entire purty was killed before taken, but
whetber any und who were taken alive und the
tryivg aud terrible moments which followed
will nlways remain a mystery.. A'l the missing
bodles were now fonud, Not one had been left
to nurrute the horrible story. The last ollices
of humanity—a proper burial—was all that re.

malued.
